"1 oame to Amerlea to disseminate Information on the Ukrainian 
liberation movement atti to explain the problem of the minority nationalities 
in the Soviet Union to the American goveriB^nt. Since the world is split 
into two hostile osm^, I assuaed that all peoid.es fluting the Bolsheviks 
<m the behalf of f iraed^ and democracy would gain toe sympitoetio under- 
standing of the Ameriean government* It was of ccnrse otear to me that 
the objectives of the national minorities and toe American government 
were not comidetely apim^poxme. However, I toonght toat tmitoal opposition 
to Soviet imj^xialism provided a powerful enou]^ ocmipaet of agreement 
to pexmit mutual undorst^ing. Uaturally toe ZfUHfS first of ^1 had 
to prove the existence of the underground in our country, toe extent of 
its fight and the degree to which the populaticn supportod it. After 
toree deliveries of origiml material , both prlntod and tTpowrlttem, 
from the Ukraine, jdLus toe arrival of couriers too were dehriefed by 
Aatel ligen ce officers of to© Amsrioan goverrs^nt in 1943, 1949 and 1950, 
the ZPUH7R frankly expected chaises in the Amriem attitude towards the 
Ukraine* fhe fifteen pounds of documents brou^t out by BOGDAU in 
October 1950 provide basic inf ©mat ion in answe? to all the fundeaasntal 
questions that the American government could have regarding toe ideology, 
political prograiB and activities of the Ukrainian underground. Following 
BOGMHts arrival, several worthtoHe and realistic proposals were made 
by representatives of toe American govenroent and it looked for atoille 
as if real progress towards mutual understanding were In the making. 

However, sudclonly tola progress cmo to a halt and oraanitoents made by 
the American government were withdrawn In a manner suggesting that 
somewhere within the American government opposition to Ukrainian 
irred^tism was still so strong that the eollabcsratlon and genuine 
efforts of the ZPtBIVR to put the Ulcrainlan case befca *0 the Americans 
over a three year period had had no real or salutory effect. The 



result has boon a polltieal doadloefc. Tho requoat that I take the 
lio«dateetor test, eoaKlng at the time and in the aaimor that it did, 
only served to conflm -to© existence of this deadlock. 



"Under those elreufiistanoes 1 no longer wish to take responaibllity 
for cooperation idtb the Aiaerioan intallipinee servlc©. 1 have done limt 
I oould to hig^fLi^t the |n‘Oblem of the Ukrainian liberation taov^nent, 
but the American goverraaent has not met the ZFUHVE half way in oia? efforts 
to work oat a iMaHtloal understanding on the natioml mlnoiritlee <jaestdon* 

We have tamr demanded isimediate officdal, oveid> recognition of tl^ or 

of the Ukrainian llbimtion moviaioent. We would have been aati£dried if we had 
observed that the Amerioan goverment had grasped the elei^tary fact that 
the Soviet Union la «^prised fifl^ percent of mmrdussian nation^ 
minorities* 

"Under tiie present situation, however, I have freed nyseLf of all 
illusions ocaioemlng the possibility of acMeving an uMerstanding on 
the vital national adnorlties point, l^eacy day one hears official Anerloan 
voices proclaiming territorial Inviolability of the Russian mpire. I 
do want the ZFOUyR to continue to lend its support and assistanoe to 
the United States govexment >dxen it is clearly visible that collaboration 
vrithottt understanding will in the l<mg run work to tiie detriment of the 
moral position of the Ukrainian liberation movement. 

"Xn tho material that we have tm^d over to the Amsriaan government 
during the last three years, cor methods of propaganda against the Soviets 
are quite clear. Those methods have been quite successful and are, as far 
as know, the most advanced weapons of psychological warfare against the 
Soviet system that any nation has forged. I will protest vehemently if X 
see asgr indication that the United States is using this material with the 
word 'Ukraine* delete and the word 'Russia* substituted for Great Russian 
propaganda* Xt w&e not our intention timt this material be used as Great 
Russian anti«Soviet propaganda. 



"All disouasioas that I have had ^th Americans eonfim the fact that 
my understanding of the overall probl em a s stated above la essentially 
correot. As Foreign Minister of the UHVR, I am referring my interpretation 
Of the problimi to the homeland via this spring's couriers. It Is then up 
to the homeland to decide what course of action will be foUovied. X do 
not rule out the poasimity that the hmeland will accept a purely 
business-like arrangemenli you give us this, we give you that. In this 
eventuality, however, it will no longer be neoessaiy for the ZPUHFR to 
hand over the publications and reports received from the underground which 
deal with internal underground matters and the underground's own inter- 
pretation pt problems within the USSR. The United States govemHmtnt has 
already received encogh material from us on these subjects to evaluate 
the situation and do something about it. If the United States government 
is unwilling to revise or modify its position after receiving Uieae 
materials, there can be no sense to further deliveries in the future. A 
powerful intelligence service should be able to procure other inteipretations

*To nyVind tlie lle-^detcctor inoldont is typical of the v^ole distrustful 
American attitude towards the Ukrainian underground. Therefore, I took the 
lio-deteotor firopoaal not only as a personal Insult but as a blot on the honor 
of the entire {Movement. X have nothing to hide and I am not afraid to take 
the lie«deteot<k test. In faet^ I will take it if an AmrimM intelllgenoe 
eerrioe offieiai^ of my level ta^s it at the ssbm time and ansvers the same 
questlcais t do, inoluding his true ni^. Xt has be^ ly understanding that 
the only aocusatllcn against ms was I mi^t be a $oviet agent.

jto whom they claim to lave 
introduced. I havenSovosnjeen introducM officialiy to eaaywce in 6IA 
under their right xames and yet I am bold ^ou^ to think that the ZF^Hpi 
has oontrlbut^ more to the American government than the refugees 
whom I spoke. I would appreciate an introduction wlthcmt liie trappings 
of anonymity .*' This is the end of I^EDis stat^asnt as relayed ly 
cAssowm 15.
